Country’s government 
gets control of Green 
Zone, U.S. troops

BAGHDAD The U.S. formally transferred con- 
trol of the Green Zone to Iraqi authorities 
Thursday in a pair of ceremonies that also 
handed back Saddam Hussein’s former palace. 
Iraq’s prime minister said he will propose mak- 
ing Jan. i a holiday marking the restoration of 
sovereignty 

Under the new security agreement between 
Washington and Baghdad to replace a UN 
mandate for foreign troops in Iraq, the Iraqi 
government also now has control of American 
troops’ actions and of the country’s airspace. 

The moves came amid a dramatic fall in 
violence over the past year. However, insurgents 
still stage daily attacks and could try to expand 
the fight now that U.S. troops cannot take 
unilateral action. 

Many of the changes inaugurated on New 
Tear’s Day won’t bring immediately visible 
results. The Green Zone, the country’s 
government and military command center, 
remains ringed by concrete blast walls and off 
limits to most Iraqis. U.S. troops still man its 
checkpoints, although now as trainers rather 
than leaders. 

But the Americans have moved out of the 
Republican Palace, the sprawling former 
headquarters of Saddam’s regime that they 
took over shortly after the 2003 invasion. Prime 
Minister Nouri al-Maliki formerly took control 
of the building Thursday and exulted over the 


GOING GREEN 

The Green Zone was the most potent symbol 
of the U.S. invasion and occupation. The 4- 
square-mile area, which nestles into the start 
of an oxbow bend of the Tigris River, formally 
is called the International Zone. Sarcastically, 
it’s called “The Bubble” because the foreigners 
who live and work there often have little 
contact with the shabby and violent city on 
the other side of the 13-foot-high, reinforced 
concrete blast walls around the perimeter. 



security pact under which U.S. troops are to 
leave the country by 2012. 


‘A year ago, the mere thought of forces 
withdrawing from Iraq was considered a 
dream,” al-Maliki told reporters afterward. 
“The dream that no one had the right to think 
about became true.” 

He called for making Jan. 1 a national holiday 
called “Sovereignty Day” Iraq already officially 
observes New Tear’s Day as a holiday 

Although Baghdad is calmer now, the Green 
Zone is full of unsettling reminders of war. 
Duck-and-cover bunkers dot sidewalks under 
lush date palms. Walls bear signs warning 
drivers not to stop for any reason and frequent 
speed bumps force vehicles to a near crawl.

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Murders 
in ’08 up, 
yet down 

Despite increase, rate still 
among lowest in decades

Chicago closed out the year with 509 homicides, 
an increase of about 13 percent over 2007’s tally, 
but still among the lowest numbers in decades, 
according to preliminary data released by the 
department Thursday 

The city has had fewer than 500 murders in 
each of the past four years, and in 2007 had less 
than in more than 40 years. Just what caused 
the double-digit increase in 2008, along with an 
expected overall increase in crime, is debatable. 

Experts say crime trends go up and down; 
various factors can contribute, such as changes in 
the economy, gang warfare and policing. Others 
say poor community involvement and drugs 
influence crime rates. 

Supt. Jody Weis has blamed the uptick on 
various factors, including gangs, guns and drugs 
and the fracturing of gang hierarchies leading to 
fights over turf. He also pointed to an increase in 
juvenile-on-juvenile crime, with more murders of 
teens and young adults. 

While Weis has said the increase in violence 
is disappointing, he doesn’t believe it’s indicative 
of a long-term trend. He said Chicago’s median 
number of homicides over past decades is about 
700 per year. 

Still, Weis has had a difficult first year as 
superintendent. Recruited from the FBI, Weis 
was tasked with improving the department’s 
image, which had been tarnished in recent years 
with abuse scandals. But when murder tallies shot 
up in the spring and summer, Weis instead found 
himself on the hot seat for the rising crime.

1st homicide of ’09 

A 47-year-old man who died of a gunshot 
wound to the head after a dispute early 
Thursday on the West Side appeared to be 
Chicago’s first homicide of 2009, authorities 
said. David Garrett was dead on the scene, the 
Cook County medical examiner’s office said. 

When officers arrived about 2:15 a.m. at the 100 
block of North Green Street-a corridor lined by 
popular nightclubs-they found Garrett lying on 
the ground, shot in the head, authorities said.

Just because the holidays are over, that doesn’t mean the holiday spirit has to end. 
Chicago-area charities say they still are in need of goodwill. 

This year, the Salvation Army Chicago Metropolitan Division saw a 20 percent drop in 
contributions to its red kettles compared with last year, spokeswoman Lisa Riley said. The 
Chicago division also is 27 percent behind its goal of raising $12 million to provide meals 
and shelter for the homeless. 

“With the economy, {they} are the ones that are in most need,” Riley said 
Though the bell ringers stopped kettle-collecting on Dec. 24, Riley said the Salvation 
Army still is hoping for donations, preferably clothing and non-perishable foods. The 
Salvation Army accepts contributions at its nine community centers in Chicago, and mon- 
etary donations online. 

Meanwhile, the Greater Chicago Food Depository is accepting donations through 
Saturday at all Dominick’s locations in Cook County, food depository director of 
external affairs Leah Ray said. The depository accepts monetary donations but also 
looks to collect foods that are nutritious and high in protein such as peanut butter, 
tuna fish, pasta, cereal and canned soups, Ray said. 

The depository, which provides food to soup kitchens, food pantries and shel- 
ters, has seen a 33 percent increase in demand from last year. Ray said the food 
depository is on pace to meet its collection goals this year, but she’s concerned 
about 2009. 

“As we continue to meet this rising demand, our agencies are going to 
have to restock those shelves,” Ray said. “People will sort of stop think- 
ing about charitable giving and will be thinking about their New Tear’s 
resolutions, and our food pantries are still going to see people in line 
who need our support.” tswartz@tribune.com

Though some charities are collecting fewer donations, 
Goodwill Industries of Metropolitan Chicago is seeing an 
increase in the number of donation drop-offs and a bump 
in retail sales. 

For the first 11 months of 2008, donation drop-offs- 
the number of donation visits, not the volume of 
donations-increased 17.8 percent compared with the 
first 11 months of 2007. Donation drop-offs during 
November 2008 were up 13.1 percent compared with 
November 2007, Goodwill media relations manager 
Lauren Lawson said. 

Goodwill operates one Chicago store at 1201 W. 
Washington Blvd., in the Ukrainian Village, which serves 
as the collection point for donations. 

Lawson said retail store sales are up 4.3 percent 
compared with the first 11 months of 2007 and up 7.6 
percent compared with November 2007.

The atmosphere was elec- 
tric. Bundled-up fans got a 
chance to extend their New Year’s Eve parties and 
watch hockey in a venerable stadium where baseball 
usually fills the seats. 

If the setting was different, the results were 
the same Thursday The Detroit Red Wings beat 
the Blackhawks again, this time out in the cold at 
Wrigley Field in the Winter Classic. 

Players from both sides agreed on two things after 
Detroit’s 6-4 comeback victory: The weather and 
the condition of the ice had little or no bearing on 
the result, and the overall experience was a blast. 

“It exceeded my expectations,” said Detroit’s 
Nicklas Lidstrom, who returned after missing two 
games with a sore ankle. “I don’t think the wind or 
playing outdoors bothered either team.” 

Temperature at faceoff on an overcast day was a 
very bearable 32 degrees, even though a wind blow- 



Dog fight 


Chicago was a winner in 
at least one matchup at 
Wrigley Field on Thursday. 
In a culinary battle pitting 
the Detroit Coney Dog 
vs. the Chicago-style 
Dog, it was no match. 

The Chicago dog was, well, top dog, according to 
David Burns, Levy Restaurants executive chef at 
Wrigley Field. It outsold the Detroit Dog 181 to 50. 
Everyone knows the Chicago Dog features sport 
peppers, a pickle spear, tomatoes, onion, celery 
salt, neon relish, yellow mustard-no ketchup!-on 
a poppy seed bun, but the Detroit Coney Dog isn’t 
as famous. It is topped with traditional Coney meat 
chili, mustard and onions. The dogs were available 
at the Big Dawgs stand on the main concourse 
near the Clark and Addison entrance, redeye 


ing at 18 mph made it a bundle-up afternoon for 
40,818 fans at the second-oldest baseball park in 
the major leagues. 

“Holy Cow. It’s Cold,” read one sign, using the 
longtime catchphrase of the late Cubs broadcaster 
Harry Caray 

Pavel Datsyuk skated through two defenders for 
a go-ahead score in a three-goal second period, and 
the Red Wings scored twice in a 17-second span of 
the third to complete the comeback. 

“I kind of had my mouth open in the beginning,” 
said Detroit’s Jiri Hudler, who had two goals in the 
second period to tie the game. “We were all look- 
ing at each other during the anthem— ‘Wow, this 
is awesome.’ ” 

The teams used the same locker rooms that the 
Cubs (Blackhawks) and visitors (Red Wings) use 
during the baseball season. The players trudged on 
covered skates through tunnels, up and down steps 
and across a tarp-like carpet to the rink. The Red 
Wings’ coaching staff kept their heads warm with 
fedoras. 

Martin Havlat had a goal and two assists to help 
the Blackhawks go up 3-1 after one period. But 
the Red Wings showed why they are the defend- 
ing Stanley Cup champions, rallying to beat the 
Blackhawks for the fourth straight time this season 
and second time in less than 48 hours. 

“They are the best team in the world. They are a 
team that can just take over when they want to,” the 
Blackhawks’ Patrick Kane said. 

Havlat also said the weather wasn’t much of a 
factor in the disappointing loss. The Red Wings 
had beaten the Blackhawks 4-0 on Tuesday night 
in Detroit. 

“It was not too bad,” he said. “ You could feel it on 
your toes in the skates, but we were moving, and it 
was pretty warm on the benches. “ 

Video screens in right and left fields were set up 
to help fans who couldn’t follow the puck from the 
lower seats. Most didn’t necessarily need them—

they stood up behind the two dugouts to see over 
the boards. And stay warm at the same time. 

Even though most of the snow in Chicago had 
melted, the field was covered by the white stuff— 
some of it compliments of a snowmaking machine. 

“It was a cool feeling seeing 45,000 fans scream- 
ing and yelling,” Kane said. “The atmosphere was 
really unreal.”

“But it was 
a way to use the 
ballpark and take in a

As he waded through a sea of red, black 
and white outside his friendly old confines, 
Blackhawks president John McDonough 
couldn’t help but let his mind drift. 

The second Winter Classic was a few hours 
away Yet all he could think about was the clas- 
sic that’s played every fall. 

“I think this is what a World Series looks 
like,” said McDonough, a former president 
of the Cubs, a team that hasn’t played in one 
since 1945 or won one since 1908. 

He saw fans jammed shoulder-to-shoulder 
along the sidewalks outside Wrigley Field 
before the game Thursday. He saw souvenir 
shops and bars that would normally be quiet 
bursting with customers. He saw an eerily 
familiar scene, the kind that unfolds here dur- 
ing the spring and summer. 

There were some notable differences, of 
course. Like that ice rink inside the stadium. 

And on the outside? 

Well, the famous red marquee above the 
main entrance was still there, but this time 
the digital portion reminded them there 


was a hockey game— not a baseball game. 
Flanking it were two huge banners— one 
reading “Winter” and the other “Classic.” 

A longtime fan and local celebrity known 
as Ronnie Woo Woo was there too, decked 
out in his favorite baseball team’s jersey with 
“Obama ’08” on the back. Only instead of 
yelling “Cubs, woo! Cubs, woo!” nonstop as 
he usually does, he chanted “Hawks, woo! 
Hawks, woo!” and occasionally posed for 
pictures with fans. 

For South Side resident Molly Letourneau, 
the game was a once-in-a-lifetime event. 

“Fd rather be here than anywhere else,” she 
said as she stood across the street. 

Her friend Samantha Martin was looking 
forward to going inside the old ballpark for 
the first time. At 19 and a lifelong White Sox 
fan, she doesn’t deem the corner of Clark and 
Addison one of her favorite hangout spots. 

“I’ve heard the atmosphere at Wrigley Field 
is really good,” Martin said. “That’s why I was 
excited to come.” 

For one day, Wrigleyville could have been 
Hockeyville.

Kid, You’ll Move Mountains 
rises from former bands

FOR REDEYE 

Jim Hanke, writer and singer for the band Kid, You’ll 
Move Mountains, has a confession. 

“I’ve never thought of myself as a musician,” he said. 
“I’m just a music geek who happens to play in a band with 
four super-talented people.” 

Hanke may need to adjust that perception. The group 
will celebrate the release of its first full-length album, 
“Loomings,” with a Friday show at the Metro. The five- 
piece based in Geneva also includes Corey Wills on guitar, 
brothers Nate and Andrew Lanthrum on bass and drums, 
and Nate’s wife, Nina Lanthrum, on piano. 

The group composes its music first, then Hanke writes 
the lyrics, which often are punctuated by deft turns of 
phrase, such as “baby the bathwater don’t look that deep” 
from “Wives’ Tale.” The narrative-style songs are fictional 
but include bits of reality from Hanke’s life. 

KYMM came together in 2006 after most of the mem- 
bers’ previous projects had fallen apart. Though some of 
the old bands, such as the Lathrum brothers’ Troubled 
Hubble, had strong indie followings, Hanke said he’s not 
worried about expectations for the group. 

“I really think that we just try and present who we are,” 
Hanke said. “We’re not just gonna combine the parts of 
my bands and your bands and other bands. We wanted 
to come up with something new. I’m not sure that we’ve 
done that ... but it’s something completely different, at 
least for us.”

Most music fans have flipped over a band. It’s 
less likely that a favorite band has flipped for 
fans.

The rock band’s five members— vocal-

Can laughing your troubles away 
help you feel better than ever?

You’re on your couch, laughing along with “The Colbert Re- 
port” as Stephen Colbert rips into Gov. Blagojevich. 

While your mind fixates on Colbert’s words, your body is 
getting a mini workout as you laugh. Your heart rate races, and 
your blood pressure goes up. Your breathing changes. You might 
even feel better, as laughter can at least momentarily boost your 
mood and relieve stress. 

So could laughter really be the best medicine?

redeye q&a Is laughter contagious? 

A study done by London researchers 
and published in 2006 in the Journal of 
Neuroscience showed that sounds of 
laughter triggered a response in an area 
of the brain activated when people smile, 
like they’re preparing for facial muscles to 
laugh. The response in the brain, which 
prepares muscles in the face to respond, 
was greater for positive sounds like laughter 
than unpleasant sounds like screaming. 
That suggested the positive sounds were 
more contagious than the negative ones, 
explaining why people respond to laughter 
or cheering with an involuntary smile. 


Have you laughed so hard 
you almost peed your pants? 

That’s an example of urinary incontinence, said Dr. Soo 
Kwon, assistant professor of the department of obstetrics 
and gynecology at Rush University Medical Center. The loss 
of bladder control is more prevalent in women, she said. 

When a woman laughs, or even coughs, there’s increased 
abdominal pressure. When you laugh, pressure is on the blad- 
der, which can cause leakage, she said. She likened it to press- 
ing on a water balloon and the water leaking out the neck or 
the base of the untied balloon. 

If you feel the urge to go while laughing, simply contract 
your pelvic muscles, she said. Doing Kegel exercises, which 
clench and relax pelvic floor muscles, will strengthen the pel- 
vic floor, she said. 



Is a person’s laugh a 
deal-breaker in relationships? 

“Someone who laughs a lot and laughs at 
themselves would be a positive thing for 
me,” said Chris Gordon, 31, a sales rep 
who lives in Uptown. And an annoying 
laugh— like Chandler’s love interest Janice 
on “Friends”— wouldn’t be a deal breaker 
for Gordon. “If everything is in order, that’s 
something to look past,” he said. 

Jovi Anne Celis, 25, said she has a hard 
time getting over things, including a person’s 
laugh. “I have small patience for annoyances 
like that, especially sound,” said Celis, a 
nurse who lives in Round Lake Heights. 
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Some experts say laughing does a body 
good. Even some cancer patients are par- 
ticipating in laughter therapy though the 
American Cancer Society cautions that 
laughing is not proven to be an effective 
treatment for cancer or any other disease. 

“Research has demonstrated people who 
have a more humorous personality or who 
use humor to cope with stress report less 
depression, less anxiety and better quality 
of life,” said Kim Lebowitz, a psychologist 
at Northwestern Memorial Hospital. 

“Anything that relaxes us and helps us 
get rid of stress is going to help us feel bet- 
ter emotionally and physically,” she said. 

Physically, heart rate and blood pressure 
rise during laughter only to drop below the 
baseline level afterward, relaxing the body, 
she said. Laughing could help clear the 
lungs too, she said. “When we laugh, more 
air is going out than coming in,” Lebowitz 
said. Laughter also can be beneficial to 
the immune system— and the stronger 
the immune system, the less risk there is 
of getting sick, she said. 

‘A great, hearty belly laugh is going to 
help the body feel good. It’s like exercise 
for the heart and the soul,” Lebowitz said. 

Laughing affects cardiovascular health 
by helping blood vessels function better. 
“Laughing appears to be a viable addition 
to a heart-healthy prescription we should 
abide by,” said Dr. Michael Miller, director 
of preventive cardiology at the University 
of Maryland Medical Center. 

Miller conducted a 2005 study of 20 
healthy men and women (average age: 33) 
who watched parts of a comedic movie 
and parts of a stress-provoking movie. The 
study found the participants’ average blood 
flow increased 22 percent during laughter 
and decreased 35 percent during mental 
stress. The study, Miller said, showed that

laughter appeared to cause the inner lining 
of blood vessels to dilate, a similar effect 
seen with aerobic exercise. 

As with exercise, muscles are used in 
laughing, researchers say 

Laughter involves chest, stomach, neck 
and facial muscles, said Dr. William Fry, 
professor emeritus at Stanford University’s 
department of psychiatry 

And while cracking up might not equal 
a sweaty, hourlong workout on the tread- 
mill, laughing can boost the heart rate. Fry 
said he found that one minute of laughing 
can increase your heart rate to the same 
level as 10 minutes of rowing. 

A study conducted at Vanderbilt 
University and published in 2006 in the 
International Journal of Obesity made 45 
pairs of friends, 18 to 34 years old, watch 
10 minutes of funny film clips. Researchers 
found that 10 to 15 minutes of laughter per 
day could burn 10 to 40 calories. 

Still, Robert Provine, author of 
“Laughter: A Scientific Investigation,” 
said the case isn’t clearly made that the act 
of laughter causes better health. He ques- 
tioned whether singing or yelling would 
produce similar effects as laughing. He 
also raised the question of whether the 
social nature of laughing with friends and 


family factors into the health effects. 

“If there’s laughter in your life, many 
things are going well. But separating the 
consequences of laughter from the context 
of laughter is very difficult,” Provine said. 

Unanswered questions remain about the 
effects of laughter or the suggested daily 
dose of laughter, said Dr. Daniel Tfohanna, 
vice chairman of the department of psy- 
chiatry and behavioral neuroscience at the 
University of Chicago Medical Center. 

He said people have reported feeling 
better in general after laughing, and a study 
has shown laughter can help children tol- 
erate pain better. But medical experts say 
it’s not a substitute for exercise or the only 
way to stay healthy 

“We don’t know that much, except over- 
all as a complementary treatment it looks 
very worthwhile and better to laugh than 
cry,” Tohanna said. 

Chris Gordon, 31, a sales rep who lives 
in Uptown, said he has felt the therapeutic 
benefits of laughter, especially after enjoy- 
ing the kind of slapstick humor found in 
movies like “Dumb and Dumber.” 

‘After a long day at work, a stressful day, 
I’ll meet up with friends and have a good 
laugh. The stress definitely melts away,” he

Can you stop yourself from laughing? 

Timothy Edward Mason has been known to laugh and 
break character sometimes on stage. 

“Everyone is so funny, I lose it a lot,” said Mason, 34, 
a member of the Second City Etc. cast. “Especially in 
improv, when you’re making it up, there are times when 
things come out of your mouth and you hear it and you 
start laughing.” 

For awhile, Mason said, he and a friend and former 
cast member couldn’t perform together. “We’d make 
each other laugh and it’d get real contagious,” he said. 
“It’s like 3rd grade again when we’d giggle in class.” 

So how does he stop himself from laughing? No big 
secret: “It really is trying not to think about what’s mak- 
ing you laugh,” he said. And staying in character, he said. 


Do fake laughs offer the same benefits as real ones? 

Fake laughter turns into real laughter, said Doug Dvorak, certified 
laughter yoga leader, who hosts a laughter club in Palatine. 

“The premise is we don’t laugh enough,” he said. 

The session, which lasts roughly 45 minutes, begins with “ho, ho, ha, 
ha, ha,” yoga- type breathing, followed by a series of laughter exercises 
such as the “Dr. Evil” laugh and Santa laugh. 

The motto is “fake it till you make it.” What starts as fake laughter 
quickly turns into real laughter. “When you are in a room and people 
start laughing— authentic laughter— it’s contagious. It’s more powerful 
than a yawn,” Dvorak said. 

That hearty laughter can give you a feeling similar to a runner’s high, 
he said. “You feel flushed. You feel relieved. You feel disconnected from 
your problems,” Dvorak said. “You bring in good fresh oxygen and 
exhale all that negativity and stale air out.” leonor vivanco 


Laugh-o-meter

“In general, I just have a chuckle. When 
something really gets me, I have that hor- 
rible —when you take that inhale and you 
snort,” said Timothy Edward Mason, cast 
member of Second City Etc. 

He’s heard all kinds of laughs from the 
audience. When he heard a chimpanzee- 
sounding laugh, he said he started giggling 
at it. A laugh before the punch line can be 
annoying, he said. “There’s people who 
laugh at the wrong time, they’re joke kill- 
ers,” he said. And then there’s the polite 
chuckle or hiss laugh. Mason said that 
laugh means, “you really tried hard there to 
make us laugh and you really didn’t.”

In “Revolutionary Road,” Leonardo DiCaprio 
does not play a CIA agent, a reclusive multi- 
millionaire or a South African diamond smug- 
gler. Instead, he plays Frank Wheeler, a sub- 
urban husband, father and office worker— a 
character of whom it could be said that there’s 
nothing unusual or extraordinary at all. 

“I suppose it would be a first,” DiCaprio 
says of the exceedingly normal role. “A lot of 
times, movies don’t get made unless it’s about 
something larger than life, or something 
people find is more interesting than”— and 
here he laughs— “the monotony of everyday 
existence.” 

But “Revolutionary Road” did get made and 
opens Friday It’s not your everyday Hollywood 
product. The movie features two of today’s 
biggest stars, DiCaprio and Kate Winslet, in 
their first film together since the blockbuster 
“Titanic” appeared more than a decade ago. 
But instead of grand sets and elaborate cos- 
tumes, this comparatively low-budget effort 
focuses on character and dialogue. 

Directed by Winslet’s husband, Sam 
Mendes, the 1955-set “Road” tells the story 
of Frank Wheeler (DiCaprio) and his wife, 
April (Winslet), an attractive, 30-ish cou- 


ple whose move to a pleasant but lifeless 
Connecticut suburb hastens the collapse of 
their marriage and the evaporation of their 
youthful idealism. 

DiCaprio, 34, says Frank Wheeler marks 
a refreshing change from his long resume of 
heroes, martyrs and icons. 

“I like that he just fell short of fulfilling his 
dreams,” he says. “He was unheroic, he was 
slightly cowardly He was willing to just be a 
product of his environment. I liked all those 
things.” 

Moviegoers hoping to recapture the swoon- 
ing romance between Jack Dawson and Rose 
DeWitt Bukater, the beautiful young passen- 
gers of “Titanic,” may get a rude awakening 
with “Revolutionary Road,” but that’s fine 
by DiCaprio. Over the years, he says, he and 
Winslet have consciously avoided projects 
that would reunite them in any similar way 

“That would be absolutely silly,” he says 
with a laugh. “It would seem like we were 
somehow trying to reprise an old kindling of 
luuuv, or something. ... So this was very much 
conducive to the type of movie that we would 
want to do together. It’s the disintegration of 
a relationship, and two people that are meant 
to be apart.”
